3,800,000 Square Feet 


of Billboard Adver- 
tising in "Big Town" 


XE\V YORK, Oct. 1.—After an eight 


months' study of the billboard problem 
in -\"ow York tho special commission 
appointed by the lato Mayor Gaynor 
has arrived at the conclusions embodied 
in a book of over 150 pages. 


The findings of the commission are 


that the billboard constitutes a nuis- 
ance because of its uoslshtllness, that 
it constitutes further tire hazard in 
many places and also a menace to pub- 
lie health on account of the rubbish 
it often hides. 
A restriction of the 


use of-tht billboard Is recommended. 
Including proposals to tax such 
ad- 


vertisements, to establish a censorship 
on designs, to authorize health officials 
to prohibit large electric signs where 
they are found to interfere with sleep 
in residential districts and both health 
and rtre otliclals to order removal of 
all signs which are a menace to health 
and safety. 


"New York city," says the report, 


"has probably more billboard:!, roof 
sijins and illuminated advertising signs 
than any city In the world." 
In the 


whole city it Is estimated there is a 
total of 3,500,000 square feet of bill- 
board advertising with ;m income to 
the advertising companies of more than 
n million dollars a year. It was add^d 
that there Is "serious doubt whether 
billboard advertising Is as profitable to 
the merchant as other forms of ad- 
vertising."

venient process of transferring their 
bank deposits to New Jersey or Con- 
necticut Institutions, wealthy residents 
of N'ew York state are posing today 
as poorer by many millions. It is es- 
timated that about 525.000.000 has been 
Bent across the river to New Jersey 
or over the Connecticut state border. 
The reason is that today is a personal 
property tax day and many possessors 
of wealth have long made it a custom 
to adopt this ruse to avoid taxation in 
New York 'state.
